this Speech , one that has the Garriſons, the Arms, tht /"miu- 
nitions, the Seas, and Souldiers all in his Friends hands: tan we 
believe, IT ſay, that ſuch a.Prince as this will be a quiet Netgh- 
bour, to that Nation which he is made to believe, have depri- 
ved of his Birth- right. Reta 

The -Noble Peer having done with the Duke, takes the 
Money buſineſs into conſideration ; and here we. are told, that 
make, what Laws you will , they will be but blank Paper bejore 
Eaſter, if the Court have Money to ſet up for Popery and Arbi- 
trary Government 3 So that in ſhort 'tis the beſt way to give 
none.
